The  Ro;iort  of  the  New  York  Juvenile 
Asylum  for  1SG4  h  is  just  bcea  laid  upon  our 
table.  Besides  a  clear  account  of  its  own 
operations  for  the  past  year,  it  brings  the 
entire  subject  of  juvenile  vagrancy  onoe 
more  to  the  attention  of  the  public,  and 
points  out  some  of  the  measures  necessary 
for  the  removal  of  the  growing  eviL 

The  Asylum  itself  is  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition,  and  is  fulfilling  the  just  expecta¬ 
tions  of  the  State,  and  of  the  benevolent 
!  friends  interested  in  foanding  it,  and  who 
have  since  given  their  invaluable  services 
gratuitously  to  its  management.  The  aver¬ 
age  of  inmates  during  the  past  two  years, 
has  been  600,  with  an  average  age  of  twelve 
years.  A  very  small  proportion  have  been 
in  the  Institution  more  thaa  one  year,  the 
children  having  made  such  improvement  in 
their  morals  and  education  as  to  bo  again 
safely  returned  to  their  parents,  or  to  be 
placed  in  good  homes  aocordiag  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Asylum.  The  chief 
object  of  the  Institution  is,  “to  relieve  the 
community  expedition.sly  of  the  evils,  and 
burden  of  support  of  as  large  a  number  as 
putsible,  by  a  quick  and  thorough  euuoa- 
tional  discipline,  to  the  extent  of  justifying 
their  return  to  their  parents,  or  placing  them 
in  families  where  the  work  of  reformation 
and  improvement  may  go  on,  at  the  same 
time  that  they  become  measurably  self-sup¬ 
porting.  To  this  end,  the  whole  system  of 
education  and  maniigement  is  devised  and 
prosecuted,  and  the  entire  thought  and 
effort  to  the  minutest  detail,  is  bent  upon 
its  speediest  acoomplishment” 

The  means  relied  upon  to  secure  this  re- 
fcMunation,  aro  mental  and  moral  training, ' 
oombined  with  kind  yet  efficient  discipline  ; 
the  whole  system  being  worked  under  the 
eye  of  an  experienced  Superintendent,  aided 
by  on  excellent  corps  of  tenobers.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  usual  week  day  studies,  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Sabbath  is  devoted  to  the  sys- 
tematio  study  of  the  Bible,  conducted  by 
the  teachers  and  offi  ‘crs  of  the  Asylnm.  In 
this  respect  the  inmates  enjoy  equal  advan 
tages  with  obiluren  in  our  best  conducted 
I  Sunday  schools.  Those,  moreovt-r,  who  are

TEE  NEW  ZEALAND  WAS. 

The  protracted  struggle  between  the 
oolonists  and  a  portion  of  the  natives  in 
New  Zealand,  though  perhaps  not  yet  fully 
terminated,  has  resulted,  as  all  suoh  contests 
must  result,  in  favor  of  tho  stronger  power 
wielded  by  tho  Anglo-Saxon.  In  its  pro¬ 
gress  it  has  inflicted  a  heavy  loss  on  the 
Englibh  settlers  and  Homo  Government, 
and  been  au  incalculable  injury  to  the  ad¬ 
vancing  cause  of  Christianity  and  civiUza- 
tion  among  the  natives.  It  is  another  sad 
chapter  iu  the  history  of  the  contact  of  a 
higher  civilization  with  a  lower,  working 
destruction  to  the  inferior  race  through  an 
unbridled  rapacity  and  nnjust  violence  on 
the  part  of  the  superior  one.

Episcopal  Chnrch  does  not  make  its  i 
XXXTX  Articles  “  a  test  of  communion,”  t 
that  is,  of  being  received  to  its  oommun-  < 
ion;  since  “laymen”  are  not  required  to  > 
assent  to  them.  We  never  supposed  that 
they  were.  But  its  ministry  is  bound  to  re 
ceive  these  ortioles  :  they  are  binding  on 
its  Bishops  and  Presbyters.  And  our  ob¬ 
jection  was,  that  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  of 
tins  diocese  authorized  a  service,  which  was’ 
whoUy  repugnant  to  tho  plain  teaching 
of  these  Articles  on  the  question  of  the 
Eucharist.  The  Joornoi  says,  that  its 
Ohnrch  is  not  “eiclu.-ive,”  tinoe it  is.willhig 
to  receive  anybody,  even  “  a  thorough 
Bosaanist,”  “  if  he  is  only  willing  to  present 
himself  and  receive  the  communion.”  But 
what  has  this  to  do  with  the  ease  in  hand, 
whioh  was  not  the  giving  the  communion 
to  anybody,  but  sanctioning  a  communion 
service  wholly  irreconcilablo  with  the 
Liturgy  and  Artieles  of  the  Episcopal 
Ohnroh  ? 

The  fact  is,  that  it  is  vain  to  pretend  that 
the  “Oriental  Liturgy,”  recited  with  suoh 
parade  1b  Trinity  Chapel,  does  not  insnloate 
the  dootrfne  of  traasubstantiotion ;  that  it 
was  not  the  sacrifice  of  the  mass.  There 
was  the  solemn  consecration  of  the  bread 
and  wine,  whereby  they  were  changed  into 
the  body  and  blood  of  Ghrist ;  the  unbloody 
sacrifioe ;  the  elevation  of  the  host ;  the 
adoration  of  the  host ;  the  receiving  by  the 
officiating  priest ;  all  that  goes  to  constitute 
the  mass,  in  distinction  from  the  service  of 
the  Lutheran,  the  Reformed,  and  the  A  ngli- 
oan  Churches.  Even  the  Virgin  Mary  was 
invoked  (says  the  New  York  Tablet)  in  the 
words  :  “  O  Mother  of  God,  despise  not  the 
prayers  of  us  sinners  I”  The  simple  fact  of 
the  case  isv  that  those  who  sanctioned  this 
service  have  taken  a  step  whioh  they  must 
either  retrace,  or  else  defend  by  attacking 
the  vital  points  of  Protestantism  itself. 

The  Churoh  Journal  exalts  in  this  event 
as  “  the  most  joyous  and  the  most  re- 
■uuAaUe**  that  has  ever  yet  oceorred  in 
relation  to  the  reunion  of  Christendom. 

It  is  really  thankful  that  the  Nicene  Greed, 
solemnly  sanctioned  by  its  Church,  was 
matihited  to  acoord  with  the  Greek 
Ohiuch  ;  that  the  procession  of  the  Spirit 
from  the  Son  was  omitted.  It  accepts  the 
dogmatic  auUiority  of  the  Greek  Churoh 
as  higher  than  that  of  its  own  Church. 

What  sort  of  Chutoh  loyalty  is  that  ?  The 
fact  is,  that  the  deficiency  of  the  Greek  j  Supper 
Church  on  this  article  is 
instances  of  the  immature  theology  of  that 
Oonununion;  it  is  precisely  one  oi  the  points 
where  the  Oriental  Church  stood  still,  and 
the  Western  Church  went  on  to  the  true 
logical  statement  of  the  full  dootriue  of  the 
Trinify. 

And  we  oonfess  we  cannot  see  any  ground 
or  reason  for  the  boasting  about  this  event 
as  helping  on  the  reunion  of  Chriistendom. 

Father  Agspios  did  not  come  here  with  any 
mission  or  commission  on  this  point  at  alL 
None  of  the  authorities  of  the  Greek  Ohnrch, 
so  far  as  we  have  heard,  authorized  him  to 
make  any  proposals  about  union  or  reunion. 

The  reunion  was  all  on  one  side ;  it  consisted 
in  just  this — that  this  Greek  priest,  very 
much,  we  have  no  doubt,  to  his  own  sur¬ 
prise,  was  authorized  to  perform  his  Liturgy 
in  one  of  the  leading  churohea  of  a  oom  man- 
ion  which  deliberately  rejects  many  points 
of  doctrine  and  ritual  which  the  Greek 
Ohnroh  maintains  with  great  tenaoity.  This 
is  all  the  renuion  there  is  about  it ;  rather  a 
slight  affair  to  be  paraded  with  such  super¬ 
fluous  rhetoria 

The  Ohvreh  JournoA  says  it  receives  the 
Bossiaa  priest,  and  will  not  recognize  a  Pres¬ 
byterian  divine,  because  “a  Russian  who 
has  been  ordained  by  a  Bishop  is  a  priest ; 
and  an  American  who  has  not  been  ordained 
by  a  Bishop  is  not  a  priest.”  Just  so.  And 
as  apostles  and  presbyters  (bishops)  are  nev¬ 
er  called  priests  in  the  New  Testament,  this 
“  ordination  by  a  Bishop  ”  confers  an  office 
miknon  to  the  New  Testament.  The  one 
chief  condition  vdiioh  The  CSturoh  Journal 
annoonees  for  Churoh  unity  and  for  re¬ 
union,  is  that  all  oar  clergy  submit  to  such 
ordination — that  is,  that  they  be  reordained. 

If  this  be  so,  then  it  is  a  mere  waste  of  time 
and  words  to  discuss  the  snbject.  This  is 
tire  “  exclusiveness  ”  whioh  is  an  effectual 
bindrsnoe  to  all  projects  of  reunion  between 
us  and  the  Bpisoopal  Church.  And  the 
aeoaer  this  is  fairly  understood  the  better  it 
win  be  for  all  who  are  interested  in  this  mat¬ 
ter.  To  such  a  condition  our  ministry  and 
olnircbes  will  never  oonsent,  for  it  implies 
that  we  have  hitherto  had  neither  a  Churoh 
nor  a  Ministry.  It  means  that  we  must  all 
become  Episcopalians. 

And  this  seems  to  be  the  animus  of  the 
Church  Unify  S'teiefy,  an  Episcopal 
AssooiatioQ,  whose  doings  are  reported  iu

A  recent  number  of  the  Living  Age  con¬ 
tains  an  article  from  the  London  Athentzum 
announcing  a  singular  literary  discovery.  It 
is  that  “  The  Christian  Paradoxes, 


ascribt  d 

to  Lord  Bacon,  and  reprinted  for  at  least  a 
century  in  successive  editions  of  his  works, 
do  not  belong  to  him.  They  are  the  pro¬ 
duction,  of  one  of  the  old  Puritan  divines, 
Herbert  Palmer,  B.D.,  and  originally  bore 
tho  title  o:  “Memorials  of  Godliness  and 
Christianity.”  Under  this  title  tliey  arc 
mentioned  in  Brook’s 


Lives  of  the 
Puritans,”  (iii.  78,)  where  wo  aro  informed 
that  the  germ  of  the  work  bore  at  first  the 
title  “  Of  making  Religion  one’s  Basinesa,” 
and  that  this  and  several  other  pieces  were 
afterwards  published  together,  and  that  the 
thirteenth  edition  of  tho  work  was  published 
iu  1708. 

Tho  fortunate  discoverer  of  the  mistake  is 
Mr.  Ghrosart,  of  Kinross,  who  has  reprinted 
tho  “Memorials,”  with  introduction,  me¬ 
moirs  and  notes.  The  Atbeneenm  says  : 
“  Francis  Bacon  is  not  the  anthor  of  those 
brilliant  Paradoxes  whioh  bear  his  name  ; 
the  glory  and  the  shame  alike  belong  to 
Herbert  Palmer,  a  good  old  Puritan  divine, 
not  given  to  jokes,  incapable  of  playing  with 
a  sacred  theme  ;  this  is  the  great  foot  whioh 
Mr.  Grosart  has  fi^d  beyond  tho  reach  el

SABBATH  SERVICES  IN  CHARLESTON. 

Oiurleatoo,  8.  C.,  March  C;  1866. 

Editors  Evangelist  .'—Yesterday  I  preaiffied 
three  times  in  this  city,  in  the  morning  ukA 
afternoon  to  the  soldiers  and  white  citizens, 
in  the  evening  to  the  colored  peoplei  I  oo- 
oupied  the  Unitarian  churoh  in  Arohdale^ 
oear  Queen  street,  daring  the  day.  This 
church  was,  some  forty  years  ago,  Congrega¬ 
tional,  being  a  part  of  the  church  worship¬ 
ping  in  the  Circular  Congregational  churoh. 
You  may  have  heard  of  it  as  Dr.  Gilmore’s 
church.  The  building  was  the  only  one  con¬ 
venient  to  the  workhouse,  where  the  127tii 
New  York  were  quartered,  which  has  not 
been  injured  by  shell,  and  we  therefore  de¬ 
cided  upon  oooupying  it. 

In  the  morning  the  attendance  was  very 
good.  The  127th  and  56th  New  York,  and 
the  3d  Rhode  Island  Artillery  were  repre¬ 
sented,  besides  several  families  who  bad  for¬ 
merly  attended  the  church  were  present. 

We  had  given  notice  of  service  in  the 
evening,  which  at  a  late  hour  had  to  be 
changed  as  we  coold  not  light  tho  hoose 
nevertheless  we  had  a  very  pleasant  meeting 
in  tho  afternoon. 

In  the  evening  I  preached  to  a  congregs- 
tion  of  twelve  hundred  or  perhaps  fifteen 
hundred  colored  people  in  the  largest  obnreh 
in  the  city.  You  may  have  heard  of  it  as 
the  Presbyterian  church  built  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Adger  for  the  colored  people  Last  night 
the  body  of  the  house  was  crowded.  I  re¬ 
joice  in  the  opportunity  to  work  here  Ths 
soldiers  and  civilians,  white  and  colored,  are 
all  glad  to  see  me,  and  I  have  great  oppor- 
tnnities  for  nsefolness.

Palmer  published  them 
responsible  for  them.” 

The  Athenceum  gives  a  brief  sketch  of 
Palmer’a  life,  which  we  enlarge  from  othei 
sources.  He  was  a  son  of  Sir  John  (Brook 
says  Thomas)  Palmer,  of  Wingbam,  and 
born  March,  1602.  From  childhood  he  gave 
I  striking  evidences  of  piety.  His  scholarship 
was  equally  eminent.  He  was  early  famoDe 
for  French  and  Latin,  speaking  the  formei 
like  a  native,  and  feeling  as  much  affection 
for  the  Huguenots  as  for  his  fellow-Puritaua 
He  was  educated  at  Cambridge,  and  elected 
a  fellow  of  Queen’s  College  in  1623,  three 
years  after  Bacon’s  disgrace.  His  first  labors 
in  the  pulpit  were  as  lecturer,  Sunday  after¬ 
noons,  at  St.  Alphege  Churoh,  Canterbury, 
for  which  he  obtained  a  license  of  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  in  1626.  His  success  as  a  preachei 
was  great,  and  he  became  a  general  favorite 
wherever  he  was  known.  Of  gentle  manners, 
and  great  sincerity,  his  birth  and  independ 
dent  fortune  oommauded  for  him  a  more 
than  nsual  measure  of  respect.  Even  Laud 
showed  him  favor,  making  him  vicar  ol 
Ashwell — an  act  inconsistent  with  his  nsual 
bigoted  policy,  which  on  his  trial  after¬ 
ward  he  referred  to  as  one  of  his  “good 
deeds.” 

In  1629,  upon  the  complaint  of  the  dean 
and  archdeacon.  Palmer  was  silenced,  and 
his  leetore  suppressed,  to  the  sore  grief  ol 
bis  large  audience.  The  charges  against 
him  were  that  he  “read  prayer  and  cate¬ 
chized  against  the  minister’s  will,  and  not 
according  to  the  sanons ;  that  he  preached . 
a  f  odious  sermon  in  the  cathedral,  and  that 
factious  persons  from  all  the  parishes  iu  th« 
city  were  his  auditors.”  But  by  the  peti 
tion  of  large  numbers  of  citiaens,  and  the 
honorable  testimony  of  several  ministers,  he 
was  subsequently  restored. 

In  1632,  he  removed  to  Ashwell,  and  in 
the  some  year  was  clioson  one  of  the 
preachers  of  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
fn  1613,  be  took  hU  6eat  in  tho  We^tmin8ter 
Assembly  of  Divines.  Ho  was  appointed 
one  of  tbo  assessors,  and  was  charged  with 
the  duty  of  drawing  up  the  famous  addresses 
to  the  Sister  Churches.  In  1644,  be  was 
made  master  of  Queen’s  College,  Cambridge, 

'  and  under  him  the  ooUego  is  said  to  have 
'  greatly  flourished. 

Daring  the  trying  period  of  Laud’s  ascen¬ 
dency,  Palmer  remained  faitiifnl  to  his  prin- 
'  ciples.  When  called  to  preach  at  the  Bishop 
'  of  Lincoln’s  visitation,  he  spoke  with  great 
freedom  against  the  existing  corruptions  of 
the  Church,  regardless  of  oonsequencea 
'  When  the  Book  of  Sports  (on  the  Lord’s 
'  day),  bowing  to  the  altar,  reading  part  of 
the  eervioe  in  the  chancel,  and  other  inno 
'  yation.s  were  enjoined,  he  ohose  rather  to 
i  risk  his  place  than  violate  his  oonsoi'ince. 

'  Hia  prinoiples  and  his  abilities  were  suob 
I  that  he  was  after  called  to  preach  before 
•  Parliament. 

Of  bis  personal  appearance  Mr.  Grosart  has 
gathered  up  some  iuterasting  facts.  He  was 
so  “little  of  stature,”  that  a  Frenchwoman

uindering  them  from  the  possession  of  a

given.  On  the  contrary  they  were  excluded ' 
trom  the  elective  franchise.  Classified  as  Brit¬ 
ish  subj>  ots,  and  yet  shut  out  from  the  rights 
of  British  Bubjeots,  they  were  practically 
dealt  with  as  au  alien  race,  so  much  so,  that 
while  law  and  order  were  introduced  into, 
ind  maintained  in  the  ooloniil  districts,  the 
iiative  districts  were  lett  without  law,  and  iu 
lisorder,  so  mneh  so,  that  if  crimes  were 
committed  there,  the  colonial  authorities 
took  no  cognizance. 

The  native  proprietors  were  not  allowed 
to  sublet  their  land  and  raise  an  income 
r.pon  it,  unless  they  obtained  a  Crown  grant 
tor  that  which  had  been  transmitted  to 
them  from  their  ancestors.  Many  of  them 
came  in  and  sold  large  portions  of  their  pro¬ 
perty  to  the  Crown  on  condition  that  they 
received  Crown  grants  for  the  rest  The

AN  URGENT  WORD  TO  THE  CHURCHES 
EROU  BISHOP  STOWE. 

Canandaigua,  March  U;  1866, 

EnrroBs  oh  Thb  EvaKOHmsT : 

My  Door  Brethren^ — Dr.  Kendall,  in  your 
issue  of  the  9tb,  sends  out  a  plea  for  Homo 
Missions.  I  would  like  to  endorse  his  ear¬ 
nest  words  and  odd  a  little. 

With  most  of  tho  Presbyteries  of  thin 
State  have  I  become  quite  familiar.  Some 
of  the  ohurches  aro  giving  to  Home  Missions 
more  liberally  than  at  any  previous  period. 
Some  of  the  weaker  churohes  are  greatly  in¬ 
creasing.  Last  year  a  large  number  of  our 
less  affluent  branches  of  Zion  gave  nothing. 
By  a  reference  to  the  last  annual  Report  you 
will  see  that  of  the  twenty -eight  Presbyteries 
which  compose  the  Bi.x  Synods  of  Genesee^ 
Geneva,  Onondaga,  Susquehanna,  Utica, 
and  Albany,  there  was  but  one  Presbytery 
all  the  cb arches  of  which  took  a  collection. 
In  that  Presbytery  quite  a  number  of  the 
ohurches  are  small,  and  still  no  pastor  forgot 
the  canse,  nor  did  the  people  ezense  them¬ 
selves  from  the  duty  and  privilege  of  giving. 
The  pastors  and  eldet.s  did  the  entire  work, 
no  agent  assisted  in  a  single  instance.  We 
love  to  think  of  the  Presbytery  of  CatskilL 

In  this  ecclesiastioal  year  there  remain  six 
Sabbaths  more,  a  period  snfficient  to  do  a 
great  work  for  Home  Missions  if  improved. 
To  any  who  may  have  given  nothing  to  Home 
Missions  since  tho  first  of  last  May,  we 
wonld  say.  Brethren,  suffer  a  word  of  exhor¬ 
tation.  Don’t  faH  to  help  in  a  dsy  Hke  this. 
Oar  more  than  three  bnndred  missionaries 
now  upon  their  fields  of  toil  and  bopefnl 
effort  are  worth  more  to  the  West  than  we 
can  estimate.  Let  ns  keep  them  there,  and 
from  suffering  while  there. 

And  besides,  there  is  many  a  Western  Add 
to  which  we  have  been  onfaithfol,  and  they 
ask  earnestly  for  missionaries.  And  again, 
the  Border  States  plead,  bolding  out  both 
hands  for  help.  Missonri  demands  largely 
at  onr  bands,  and  mast  have  immediate  aid  ; 
the  same  is  true  of  other  States.  The  great 
field  i.s  growing  larger  every  month.  May 
God  inoline  all  our  churohes  to  give  to  Homa

whioh  bad  been  promised,  it  carefully  ab- 
ataiued  from  giving,  and  that  in  many 
instauoes.  The  native  proprietors  were  not 
permitted  to  alienate  any  portion  of  their 
lauds,  except  by  sale  to  the  Government 
iVhioh  gave  them  the  lowest  price,  and  then 
spld  at  a  great  advance,  so  that  tbe  profit  on 
laud  purohased  and  sold  beoame  au  impor¬ 
tant  item  of  revenue.  Even  if  the  chiefs 
wished  to  endow  their  own  native  pastors, 
and  provide  for  their  maintenance,  it  was 
uot  periuitted.  Gradually  the  natives  lost 
uoufidenoe  iu  the  Government,  and  dis¬ 
trusted  their  iuteutions.  It  seemed  as 
though  there  existed  a  wide-spread  oon- 
spirai  y  to  oust  them  from  their  lands.  They 
learueii  to  look  upou  themselves  as  a  race 
doomed  to  beggary  and  extirpation.  Their 
uatiunal  existeuce  was  threatened.  They 
are  u  sensitive  aud  brave  race,  and  they  have 
taken  up  arms,  as  they  consider,  iu  defence 
ut  their  properties  and  lives.  England  has 
lelt  keenly  the  aggression  upou  Denmark  ; 
>et  the  Germans  have  uot  acted  more  wrong- 
lully  by  tile  Danes  thau  England  has  by  the 
Maoris.  We  have  felt  for  a  brave  people 
unequally  matched  against  overwhelming 
adversaries,  and  vainly  str niggling  to  stem 
the  tide  of  invasion ;  aud  yii  such  is  the 
positiou  of  the  Maoris. 

’  Meanwhile  it  is  intensely  painful  and 
humiliating  that  England’s  ebuioest  troops 
are  sent  out  to  fight  the  oulonists’  battles, 
aud  are  sufi'ering  severely  in  the  conflict. 
Choice  officers  and  brave  soldiers  are  failing 
fast.  Regiments  that  have  gone  through 
the  shock  of  the  Crimean  war  and  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  the  Indian  mutiny,  are  now  pitted 
ugaibbt  the  Maoris,  and,  in  doing  battle, 
they  have  nut  the  sustaining  thought  that 
they  are  engaged  in  a  good  caa»e.  They 
have  a  secret  conviction  that  they  are  used 
iis  instruments  to  consummate  a  wrong. 
L'he  mercenaries  brought  over  from  Austra¬ 
lia  fight  liecause,  if  they  survive  the  wax, 
they  are  to  have  land  for  their  hire ;  but 
tho  British  soldier  has  uo  such  prize  in  view: 
he  lights  liecause  his  Gt  aerai  orders  him  so 
to  do,  but  he  has  uo  heart  tor  it,  aud  would 
rathrr  shake  hands  with,  than  shoot  down, 
the  Miiuri.

He  also  puts  in  peril  the  general 
safety,  the  order  and  happiness  of  society  at 
large.  Hence  the  state  has  the  right  to  re¬ 
quire  the  parent  to  restrain  his  child  from 
all  indulgences  hnrtfnl  to  society,  aud  to 
qualify  him  to  beoomo  a  good  citizen. 
Exeicising  this  right,  it  should  require  by 
law,  as  now  it  does  not,  tbe  eduontion  of  all 
children,  and  enforce  this  by  such  penalties 
as  will  secure  universal  complianoe.

Two  delegates  from  a  clinrcb  nmong 
the  Tuscarora  Indians  were  present  at 
a  recent  meeting  of  ministers  and  laymen 
in  Orleans  county,  in  this  State.  The 
oldest  of  them,  Deacon  Jacobs,  a  modest 
and  unassuming  man,  but  very  shrewd, 
said  of  his  church,  which  was  without  a 
minister,  that  they  met  every  Sunday  to 
pray  and  sing,  “  and  I  try  preach  some 
a  little.”  On  account  of  their  weak  con¬ 
dition,  they  had  sufFered  in  numbers  from 
the  incursions  of  tho  Baptists,  who  had 
succeeded  in  drawing  off  about  thirty  of 
their  Church  members  and  in  inducing 
them  “  to  go  into  swamp.”  A  delegation 
of  tho  B.aptist  brethren  went  to  their 
principal  chief,  Mr.  Mt.  Pleasant,  to  per¬ 
suade  him  to  leave  tho  Presbyterians  and 
go  with  them.  He  declined  after  this 
manner  :  “  Me  read  in  Bible  how  a  wo¬ 
man  sick  with  infirmities  want  to  get 
cured.  She  come  to  Jesus,  go  behind, 
take  hold,  just  touch  bottom  of  his  clothes, 
his  garment,  and  right  off  be  all  healed,  got 
well ;  didn’t  touch  but  little  bit,  hem,  that’s 
enough — I  think  little  drop  water  on  my 
head  do  mo  much  good  us  go  all  over  in 
swamp.”

mother  of  our  God,  despise  not  tho 
prayers  of  us  sinners !  O  thou  who  help- 
est  those  who  honor  thee,  mako  Lasto  to 
grant  us  our  dcsirca” 

Par  ba  it  from  us  to  speak  of  this  event 
with  tho  miserable  frivolity  of  theso  evil 
times.  Far  from  us  even  the  censoriousness 
of  censure  that  misses  Truth  just  as  often 
as  it  misses  Charity.  Whether  hero  and 
there  a  criticizing  worshipper  found  in 
tho  Greek  Mass  the  idolatry  which  he 
had  fancied  in  tho  Latin;  whether  anoth¬ 
er  is  comforted  by  tho  hope  that  Trullo’s 
mystic  Liturgy  is  nothing  moro  than  a 
safe  compound  of  homilies  and  prayers  ; 
in  either  issue  wo  shall  bo  equally  content, 
and  will  strive  to  boo  God’s  will  in  tho 
midst  of  all  misunderstandings,  whothei’ 
ch'irgcablo  to  ourselves  or  to  separated 
friends. 

The  Examiner  and  Chronicle  has  tho 
following  under  tho  caption  “  Tho  Way 
it  is  done  ”  : 

It  is,  perhaps,  no  National  vanity  to 
speak  of  tho  groat  American  popular 
loan,  called  tho  “  Seven-tliirtics,'’  as  the 
most  wonderful  financial  operation  on  re¬ 
cord.

done,  at  any  labor  and  any  cost.  The 
subscriptions  aro  from  two  to  eight  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  a  day — on  one  day,  not  long 
since,  they  reached  nearly  nine  millions — 
and  they  are  made  by  ono  thousand  to 
five  thousand  daily  individual  subscrib¬ 
ers.  ITiis  is  the  important  fact — tho 
multitude  of  small  subscriptions.  We 
seem  to  have  men  who  both  fight  and 
pay  in  unexpected  and  untold  numbers ; 
and  what  an  element  of  national  strength 
this  is,  let  all  consider  well.  Then  there 
are  the  ■  millionaires — not  a  few — who 
tako  the  largo  sums,  the  “Gqas  es,”  and 
the  “Choctaws” — terms  that  will  be  pres¬ 
ently  explained.  These  are  men  whom 
the  war  enriches,  returning  them  their 
capital  every  httle  while,  doubled  ;  and 
though  they  don’t  fight,  they  can  do  no¬ 
thing  better  with  their  money  than  lend 
it  to  the  Government  under  which  they 
accumulated  it 

It  must  have  struck  many  with  curios¬ 
ity  to  know  Low  the  practical  working  of 
this  great  system  of  finance  is  effected. 
It  is  well  known  tliat  the  Agent  of  the 
Government  is  Jay  Cooke,  whose  success¬ 
ful  and  economical  management  of  the 
first  loan  (tho  6-20)  led  to  his  employ¬ 
ment  in  “placing”  the  present  (tho  7-30). 
This  gentleman  undertakes  to  get  all  tho 
subsciiptions,  and  turn  tho  money  over  to 
tho  Dei>artmcnt,  for  three-fourths  of  ono 
per  cent,  on  the  first  fifty  millions,  and 
live-eighths  of  one  per  cent,  on  tliC  bal¬ 
ance.  Ji’or  this,  ho  takes  all  risks  amj 
tears  all  tho  expenses.  Ho  pays  his 
agents  thrce-eightlis  of  one  per  cent,  and 
it  is  aipposcd  that  his  commission,  after 
all  expeiiEcs  aro  mot,  is  about  one-eighth 
—or  $125,000  on  cvciy  §100,000,000.  In 


his  oflflcc,  this  man  and  his  clerks  work 
daily,  till  nine  at  night,  receiving  and 
answering  telegrams  and  letters.  The 
telegraphing  is  so  extensive  and  expen¬ 
sive,  that  a  system  has  been  invented,  of 
which  all  the  agents  havo  the  key,  by 
which  words  stand  for  figures  and  sen¬ 
tences.  Take  a  fow  telegrams  as  actually 
received,  with  the  explanations,  as  ex¬ 
amples  :

“  Gipsy  ’’means  “$500,000,”  while  “  Choc¬ 
taw”  means  “  $1,000,000 ’’—for  which 
sum  wo  find  no  telegram  that  day.  These 
words  aro  but  a  small  part  of  the  vocabu¬ 
lary  used,  which  is  so  contrived  as  to 
meet  any  probablo  necessity.  Ono  hun- 
(ked  and  ninety-fivo  telegrams,  on  the 
ribboned  slips,  were  received  in  one  day ; 
and  as  it  was  a  large  day’s  work,  they  wero 
sent  to  Washington  for  exhibition,  impal¬ 
ed  by  the  middles,  as  they  were  received, 
on  a  wire  fixed  in  a  block  of  wood.

We  have  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  J.  0. 
Fletcher,  and  hope  that  it  will  meet  with  a 
generous  response.  It  is  a  request  that  e^eh 
one  who  may  have  any  volume,  serm;jQ  or 
pamphlet,  historical,  statistical  or  argument¬ 
ative,  ou  anti-slavery  in  general^  ou  eman¬ 
cipation  and  aboUtion  in  particular,  will 
forward  tho  same  to  the  a^'qlress  of  J.  O. 
Wood,  Eeq  ,  at  Wheeze  &  Wilson’s,  625 
Broadway.  Brazil,  with  her  enlightened 
Emperor  taking^  rhe  lead,  has  determined 
to  do  away  wLlfa  all  that  remains  of  the  ac¬ 
cursed  institi’.oion,  and  the  appeal  that  Mr. 
Fletcher  makes  is  at  tbe  request  of  several 
Bruzilma  statesmen  and  of  a  high  official :

To  the  Editor  of  Thb  Evangelist  : 

I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Hon. 
Tavares  Bastos,  a  leading  member  of  the 
Brazilian  Chamber  of  Deputies,  requesting 
that  I  should  seud  him  immediately  all  the 
works  pertaining  to  slave  ry  that  I  can  ool- 
leot  before  the  sailing  of  the  EogUsh  steamer 
from  New  York  on  the  24th  of  March.  This 
is  an  addition  to  other  requests  of  a  similar 
character  made  me,  when  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
lust  Autumn,  by  various  eminent  Brazilians, 
one  of  them  a  high  official.  Certain  Bra¬ 
zilian  statesmen  have  looked  upon  our  strug¬ 
gle  with  intense  interest,  for  while  their  own 
slavery  will,  by  their  own  laws  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  doubtless  become  extinct  in  twenty 
3  ears,  yet  there  are  a  great  many  leading 
minds  who  desire  to  take  measures  for  the 
extinction  of  bondage  for  the  2,000,000 
slaves  (there  were  in  1850, 3,000,000)  before 
a  half  decade  shall  have  gone  by.  M.  0. 
Chevaher  Lisboa,  the  late  BrazUian  Minis¬ 
ter  to  the  United  States,  told  Prof.  Agassiz 
last  Spring,  that  in  Brazil  they  were  looking 
forward  to  emancipation,  and  the  only  ques¬ 
tion  was,  how  was  it  to  be  done  ?  The  Em¬ 
peror,  lost  October,  on  the  occasion  of  tbe 
marriage  of  tbe  Imperial  Princess  Donna 
Isabella  to  Count  d’  Eu,  gave  her,  as  a  wed¬ 
ding  present,  the  freedom  papers  of  all  the 
slaves  which  would  have  come  to  her  as  a. 
marriage  dower  ;  and  in  other  ways  has  he 
manifested  his  desire  to  take  the  lead  in  this 
matter.  Iu  September  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
looking  through  the  extensive  private  library 
of  the  Emperor,  and  prompted  by  a  pardon¬ 
able  curiosity,  1  picked  up  the  last  book 
which  His  Majesty  bad  been  reading  :  I 
found  it  to  be  an  English  copy  of  J.  J.  Gur¬ 
ney’s  Letters  on  tho  Benefits  of  Emancipa¬ 
tion.  Hon.  Silveiia  de  Motta,  a  Brazil 
ator,  brought  in  resolutions  to  check  th© 
accursed  thing  last  session.  Now,  though, 
the  people  are  wited  in  their  openly  ex¬ 
pressed  detestation  of  slavery,  there  may  b© 
a  struggle  on  the  part  of  some  Depnties  or 
Senators  under  various  pretences,  when  th© 
subject  is  brought  up  before  the  Imperial 
Parliament  at  its  next  session,  which  begin© 
in  May.  Therefore  come  these  pressing  re¬ 
quests  for  books,  pamphlets,  speeches,  ia 
&c.,  on  this  subject.  I  appeal  to  memheta 
of  Congress,  editors  of  newspapers,  pubUsh~ 
ers,  ministers,  and  private  citizens,  to  all  in¬ 
terested  in  the  weal  of  their  fellow  man,  to 
aid  in  this  inatter.  Let  us  have  a  part  in 
tho  work  which  God  is  pointing  out  to  ua.

Following  out 
this  idea,  the  preface  is  a  viudicitiou — in- 
deed,  almost  a  glorification — of  what,  for 
want  of  a  belter  phrase,  we  must  only  cnll 
the  “  m  ssion  ’’  of  great  men.  The  Emperor 
states  Ins  own  ohjeet  to  be  “  to  prove  that 
when  Provid-mce  raises  up  such  men  as 
Cms  ir,  Charlemagne,  end  Napoleon,  it  is  to 
trace  out  to  nat  ons  the  path  they  ought  to 
follow,  to  stamp  a  new  era  wit'i  the  seal  of 
their  gaiiius,  and  to  acoompUsh  in  a  few 
years  the  work  of  many  centuries.  Ilnppy 
the  nations  who  eoniprehend  and  follow 
them  !  Woe  to  tlioi-e  who  misunderstand 
and  resist  »li-m  !  Tliey  act  like  the  Jews- 
they  crucify  their  Messiah.’’  And  so  forth. 
TIuLie,  then,  were  not  mistaken  who  perceiv¬ 
ed  that  from  the  toga  and  ibe  curnle  chair

ed  by  brilliaiit  genius  in  the  last. 

China.— The  news  from  China  is  that  every 
part  of  the  vast  empire  is  more  or  less  dis¬ 
tracted  by  insurrection,  brigandage,  and 
discontent.  Even  ths  distant  western  pro¬ 
vinces,  far  away  from  us  and  our  traffic, 
have  each  their  little  rebellion  ;  and  the  rich 
Sz’chuen,  where  every  Chinaman  is  said  to 
be  well  fed  and  well  dressed,  has  an  immigra¬ 
tion  of  the  old  Taeping  locusts  feeding  on 
its  fatness. 

Chili. — The  missionary  at  Santiago  relates 
that  on  the  anuiversary  of  the  fde  day  on 
which  the  horrible  catastrophe  of  church- 
burning  occurred,  there  were  but  two  places 
of  worship  open,  a  church  and  seminary 
chapel.  Iu  the  church  a  notorious  fauatiu 
was  haranguing  the  people,  while  outside  a 
file  company  was  throwing  water  and  making 
a  great  noise,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
worshippers  and  the  pa-ssers-by.  At  the 
seminary  the  jiurpose  of  the  meeting  was 
to  celebrate  musses  to  liberate  the  souls  of 
thofe  who  last  year  perished  in  the  flames. 
These  victims  were  at  first  called  by  the 
priests  the  favorites  of  their  ble.ssed  Mother, 
who  bad  taken  them  from  the  tire  to  a  ban¬ 
quet  in  glory.  Now,  a  year  after,  these 
priests  are  met  to  release  these  same  souls 
from  the  fires  of  purgatory, 

MixIcd. — Oaxaca  is  really  taken  by  the  im¬ 
perial  forces,  and  four  thousand  Mexican 
prisoners  cajitured  there  may  be  removed  to 
Pueblh;  and  two  more  of  the  -fiiarez  generals 
have  become  discouragid  and  given  iu  their 
adherence  1 1  the  nevy  order  of  things. 

Touching  religious  aff-iirs,  the  Pope  has 
recently  been  moved  to  warn  Maximilian, 
who.se  policy  has  turned  out  more  liberal 
than  was  anticipated,  iu  view  of  his  dutiful 
vi-xit  to  the  Pope  just  previous  to  hia  voyage 
to  M-xico.  His  Holine.ss  says,  “  the  Catholic 
religion  must,  above  all  things,  continue  to 
be  the  glory  and  mainstay  of  the  Mexican 
nation,  to  the  exclusion  of  every  other  dis- 
•seuting  worship,’’  the  Bishops  must  uot  be 
restrained,  the  religious  orders  (the  .Jesuits) 
“must  be  reestablished  conformably  with 
the  instructions  which  we  have  given’’;  the 
patrimony  of  the  Church  and  the  rights  at¬ 
tached,  the  control  of  instruction,  “  whether 
public  or  private,  should  be  directed  and 
watched  over  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,” 
and  much  more  to  the  same  purport,  exhorts 
the  Pope.  But,  fortunately,  France  is  more 
powerful  than  Rome  iu  Mexico,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Decree  just  issued,  falls  quite  short 
of  the  Pope’s  wishes  and  schemes  for  the 
wiping-out  of  the  “outrages”  and  “im¬ 
pieties”  of  the  revolution : 

Article  1.  The  empire  protects  the  Catholic 
Apostolic  and  Roman  religion  as  the  religion 
of  the  State. 

Art.  2.  All  forms  of  worship  not  contrary 
to  morality,  civilization  and  good  manners 
shall  have  free  and  ample  toleration  in  all 
the  territory  of  th o  empire.  No  worship  can 
be  established  without  the  previous  consent 
of  the  Government. 

Ark  3.  As  circumstances  shall  demand, 
the  administration,  by  pohee  regulations, 
will  arrange  all  that  may  oouoern  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  worship. 

Art  4.  Abuses  which  may  be  committed 
by  the  authorities  against  the  exercise  of 
worship  and  against  the  liberty  which  the 
laws  guarantee  to  their  ministers,  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Council  of  State. 

This  decree  shall  be  pi  iced  in  the  archives 
of  tie  empire  and  published  in  the  official 
journal.

While  the  direction  given  to  this  col- 
nmn  wonld  seem  to  have  been  in  oonfirma* 
tiou  of  Beauregard’s  judgment,  the  Twenti* 
eth,  Seventeenth,  and  Fifteenth  oorps,  who 
for  days  and  weeks  past  had  watched  the 
sun  rising  over  their  right  shoulder,  as  the 
early  morning  found  them  in  the  column  of 
march,  now  mot  its  glorious  rays  face  to 
face.  Yes,  the  army  is  making  a  grand 
right  wheel,  and  we  are  heading  directly  for 
the  ocean.  i 

Yesterday  the  Twentieth  oorps  made  a 
march  of  twenty  miles  over  a  succession  of 
horrible  hills.  For  an  army,  which  for  so 
long  a  time  has  traversed  lone  roads,  where 
the  feet  pressed  gently  in  the  yielding  sand, 
mounting  ste<>p  hills,  descending  into  val¬ 
leys  npon  hard  clayey  soil,  is  a  change 
which  results  in  stiffened  muscles  and  sore 
feet.  But  we  are  all  more  than  repaid  for 
the  fatigue  and  a  late  supper,  by  having  al- 
toaetlier  outwitted  the  rebels.  Before  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  two  regiments 


of  broken  down  mules,  ragged  “bummers,” 
and  the  •  (^niker  guns  ”  The  coat-tails  of 
the  rel>els  disappeared  at  one  end  of  the 
town  as  the  “Do-Boys”  entered  at  the 
other. 

When  the  army  was  marohing  toward 
Medway,  as  above  described,  a  smoke-house 
rangtr  was  seen  rushing  toward  the  front, 
with  an  old  bit  of  carpet  on  bis  mule  for  a 
blanket,  and  a  couple  of  ropes  with  nooses 
for  stirrups,  in  which  his  feet  rested.  This 
hero  came  rnshing  up  to  Gen.  Howard,  and 
sboatod  out :  “  General,  the  buuunerH  have 
t^en  the  railroad,  and  are  in  line  of  battle, 
hghtiog  to  hold  it,  and  if  you  only  hurry 
I  think  thoy’U  hold  it.”  The  General 
did  harry  np,  and  found  the  railroad,  as  the 
smoke  ranger  had  said,  in  pos-session  of 
about  seven  bnmmers,  who  were  busily  en¬ 
gaged  skirmishing  at  long  range  with  a  de¬ 
tachment  of  Wheeler’s  cavalry.

Gen.  Shieman’s Great  Campaign  throngh| 
the  interior  of  South  and  North  Carolina 
has  been  attended  with  extraordinary  re¬ 
sults,  which  may  be  summed  np  as  follows  : 
Fourteen  cities,  hundreds  of  miles  of  rail¬ 
road,  and  tbouFands  of  bales  of  cotton  have 
been  burned  ;  85  canuon,  4,000  prisoners, 
and  25,000  animals  have  b^n  captured,  and 
over  fifteen  thousand  white  and  black  refn 
gees  have  been  set  free.  Gen.  Sherman 
moved  his  army  in  two  columns,  each  strong 
enough  to  resist  any  force  the  enemy  could 
bring  against  him,  yet  moving  snfiiciently 
near  together  to  concentrate  should  a  large 
force  threaten  either.  The  15th  and  17tli 
oorps,  commanded  by  Gens.  Logan  and 
Hloir,  both  under  Gen.  Oliver  O.  Howard, 
formed  the  right  wing  of  the  army.  The 
left  was  under  Major-Gen.  Slocum,  compris¬ 
ing  the  14th  and  20th  corps,  commanded  by 
Geus.  Williams  and  Davis.  On  the  extreme 
left,  and  partly  in  advance,  was  Kilpatrick’s 
cavalry.  Sherman’s  first  object  was  to  de¬

'The  ireshet  of  March  1865,  we  repeat,  will 
be  memorable  as  the  most  destructiTe  visita¬ 
tion  of  the  kind.

Two  other  cavalry  fights  of  moment  took 
place,  the  fiitt  February  8ih,  when  the  First 
Alabama  and  Fifth  Kentucky,  of  Col.  Spen¬ 
cer’s  brigade,  Kilpatrick’s  wimmand,  attack¬ 
ed  Gen.  Hugar’s  Alabama  brigade,  compos¬ 
ed  ol  the  Third,  Ninth,  Twelfth  and  Eighty- 
first  Alabama,  captured  the  general  head¬ 
quarters  fl.ig,  and  five  other  colors,  Ecatter- 
iog  the  rebel  brigade  all  over  the  country. 
The  other  action  was  in  the  attempt  to  gain 
a  crossing  of  the  Broad  River,  some  distance 
above  Columbus.  Major  Estes  and  Captain 
Hayes,  of  Kilpatrick's  stulT,  with  a  small 
force,  charged  through  the  railroad  bridge 
which  the  enemy  had  set  on  fire,  and  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  saving  it. 

The  march  from  Savannah  to  Fayetteville 
was  aecomplished  in  forty-five  days,  and  it 
would  have  consumed  much  less  time  but 
for  the  heavy  rains,  and  the  necessity  of 
“  corduroying  ”  swamps,  especially  in  the 
southern  portion  qf  South  Carolina.  The 
whole  distance  travelled  by  the  army  is  about 
four  hundred  and  fifty  miles— an  average  of 
ten  miles  a  day.  'Fhe  entire  loss  in  killed, 
wounded  and  missing  will  probably  not  ex¬ 
ceed  one  thousand  ;  that  of  the  enemy  ni  ar- 
ly  the  same  in  point  of  killed  and  wounded, 
but  we  have  secured  about  three  thousand 
prisoners.  The  whole  history  of  this  expe¬ 
dition  stamps  it  ns  one  of  the  most  notable 
in  military  history. 

The  day  after  Sherman’s  arrival  at  Fayette¬ 
ville,  Capt  Ainsworth  reached  that  place 
from  Wilmington  on  a  tug,  with  despatches 
from  Gen.  Schofield.  Capt.  Ainsworth  left 
Wilmington  to  move  up  the  Gape  Fear  river, 
120  miles,  spite  of  the  reports  onrreut  that 
the  river  was  filled  with  torpedoes  and  block¬ 
ed  up  by  trees,  and  by  the  rebel  Ohickamau- 
ga  sunk  across  it,  and  that  numerous  rebel 
batteries  were  established  at  different  points 
on  the  riviir.  He  made  his  trip  np  with  en¬ 
tire  safety,  without  losing  a  man,  although 
'  oontinually  fired  into  by  rebels  along  the 
shore.

Edward  Havens,  of  this  city,  in  the  SQd 
year  of  his  age,  sou  of  the  late  Rensselaer 
Havens. 

The  Rev.  Robert  MoOartxb,  D.D.,  died 
quite  suddenly,  on  Sunday,  12tb,  at  his  resi¬ 
dence  in  Yonkers.  He  was  burn  in  this  city, 
Sept.  3Uth,  1791.  He  was  the  son  of  Peter 
McCartee,  long  an  elder  in  the  church  of 
which  Dr.  John  M.  Mason  was  pastor.  Grad¬ 
uating  at  Columbia  College  at  sixteen,  he 
entered  npon  tue  study  of  the  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  practice  at  the  bar  in  this  city  ; 
but  while  a  distinguished  career  was  o|>eiung 
before  him,  his  attention  was  turned  to  the 
sacred  ministry,  and  he  determined  to  con¬ 
secrate  himself  to  this  holy  calling.  He  en¬ 
tered  the  Theological  Seminary,  then  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Mason,  and  completed  a 
thorough  course  of  study,  and  was  iicensed 
to  preach  the  Gospel  in  1816.  Be  was  im¬ 
mediately  called  to  Philadelphia,  wherh  he 
remained  several  years.  He  returned  to  this 
city  to  take  chi^ge  of  the  Orange  street 
obnreh,  which  had  at  that  time  but  thirty 
members.  While  he  was  the  pastor  of  this 
church  it  was  removed  to  Camd  street ;  and 
through  his  instrumeutality  the  edifioe, 
which  was  last  year  destroyed  by  fire,  was 
built.  W'hen  his  couBeotion  with  this  ohorch 
ceased  in  1886,  it  numbered  eight  hundred 
members. 

Being  called  to  reside  in  Pennsylvania,  be 
took  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  ohorch  at 
Port  Carbon  in  1836,  where  be  remained 
four  years.  In  1840  he  became  the  pastor 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Goshen, 
N.  Y.,  and  in  1849  he  was  called  to  the 
Union  obnreh  at  Newborgh,  and  thence  to 
this  city  in  1856,  to  take  charge  of  the  WmI- 
minster  church  in  22d  street,  with  which 
the  25th  street  ohnroh  was  united.  This  was 
bis  last  pastoral  charge.  In  1862  his  health, 
which  for  some  time  bsd  been  mfeebled, 
failing  still  more,  he  resigned  his  charge, 
and  has  since  been  awaiting  his  sninmons 
to  a  better  world  and  to  his  reward.  His 
death  was  not  anticipated  at  the  time  that 
it  ocenrred.  About  two  o’clock  on  Sabbath 
l^t  he  rose  to  across  the  room,  with¬ 
out  sny  apprehension  of  a  failure  of  his 
poweriB,  when  he  suddenly  felL  The  golden 
bowl  was  broken.

The  right  wing,  after  destroying  the  rail¬ 
roads  communicating  with  Charleston,  push¬ 
ed  directly  for  Columbia,  which  was  occupi¬ 
ed  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  February. : 
It  was  disoovered,  on  advancing  through 
the  city,  that  Wade  Hampton  had  had  large 
quantities  of  cotton  piled  in  the  street,  tbe 
bales  having  been  cut  open,  the  ootton  pull¬ 
ed  out  loosely,  and  all  ready  for  the  torch. 
In  several  places  it  was  aotually  on  fire.  A 
high  wind  was  blowing  at  the  time,  which 
had  scattered  the  cotton  throngh  the  trees, 
and  on  the  house  tops  and  piazzas,  aud  ver¬ 
andahs,  the  effect  being  in  many  places  as  if 
a  snow  storm  had  fallen  on  the  city.  The 
ootton  had  been  fired  by  the  rebels,  and  not- ' 
withstanding  the  efforts  of  our  troops,  who 
worked  under  the  immediate  direction  aud 
with  the  personal  assistance  of  Gens.  Sher¬ 
man,  Howiird,  and  other  officers,  to  stay  the 
flames,  a  great  part  of  the  city  was  laid  in 
ashes  before  the  following  morning,  nearly 
3,000  houses  being  destroyed.

The  army  then  wheeled  about  aud  took  a 
U'  rtherly  course  toward  the  Central  Railroad, 
striking  aud  destroying  it  at  several  points.

Custer,  who

back.  Gen.  Sheridan,  finding  the  rebels  in 
strong  force,  pushed  forward,  making  a  de¬ 
tour  around  Richmond,  and  arriving  in  the 
neighborhood  of  White  House  as  already 
stated.  The  fruits  of  this  great  expedition 
to  the  Union  cause,  and  its  dainage  to  the 
rebels  are  almost  incalculable,  l^e  destrnc- 


fiuds  horses  in  numbers  by  help  of  tbe 
negroes,  bitches  a  team  to  a  wagon,  loads 
on  it  all  tbe  stores  and  supplies  he  can  find 
in  the  ueare.st  house,  mounts  bis  negroes 
on  the  rest  of  his  horses,  aud  returns  with  his 
spoils.

UNION  WITH 

SANCtlFlCATION 
It  is  readily  understood  that  •  the  per¬ 
son  who  repents  toward  G-od  and  believes 
in  Christ,  is  forgiven  all  his  sins  for 
Christ’s  sake.  It  is  also  understood  that 
every  such  person  is  justified  from  all  his 
sins,  that  ho  stands  just  before  the  law 
and  tribunal  of  Jehovah  because  all  his 
transgressions  are  forgiven,  and  that  he 
is  not  to  be  held  accountable  for  those 
sins  any  more,  “  being  justified  by  faith.” 

But  it  is  aot  so  well  understood  how 
the  true  believer  is  sanctified  by  faith. 
Justification  is  an  act  of  God,  immediate¬ 
ly  after  the  sinner  believes.  His  faith  is 
the  condition  of  the  divine  act  Sanctifica¬ 
tion  has  more  a  process  and  a  history.  By 
faith  the  soul  rcoeives  Christ  and  abides 
in  Him,  and  then  sins  not  whilo  thus 
abiding.  Then  there  is  holiness  or 
sanctification  os  to  the  heart  and  purpose, 
though  not  as  to  complete  correction  and 
cleansing  from  all  the  evil  effects  of  sin. 
But  just  so  soon  os  faith  relaxes,  sanctifi¬ 
cation  diminishes;  when  faith  ceases,  real 
sanctification  has  ceased-  Some  cor¬ 
rections  of  tho  soul  may  have  taken 
place,  aa  tho  timber  is  hewn  and  shaped; 
but  there  is  no  holiness,  for  Christ  is  not 
there  ;  no  actual  sanctification,  for  there 
is  no  acceptance  with  God,  and  without 
Christ  wc  can  do  nothing  and  bo  no¬ 
thing  holy.  Sanctification  is  no  kind  of 
oquihbriuui  of  our  own,  however  acquir¬ 
ed.  It  is  no  stato  of  purity  without 
Christ.  It  is  only  by  having  Christ  in  the 
soul  by  faith  that  wo  can  have  either  the 
state  or  tho  process  of  sanctification. 
Separate  from  Christ  wo  are  not  really 
sanctified  at  all.  Yet  wo  are  separate 
from  Him  whenever  we  do  not  live  by 
faith.  All  our  doings  are  only  works  of 
tho  flesh,  deeds  of  tho  law,  separate  from 
tho  Redeemer ;  wo  are  as  dead,  witliout 
Christ  the  Life  in  the  soul.  Ajq  apostle 
speaks  of  Christ’s  being  made  unto  us 
sanctification.  He  is  so  made  when  we 
are  in  Him  by  faith.  That  is.  He  then 
works  and  rules  in  us  so  that  we  are  sav¬ 
ed  from  sin;  and  then  also  we  are  chasten¬ 
ed  as  to  tho  evil  effects  of  our  sins  upon 
ns,  tho  bruised  places  are  being  made 
wKole,  tho  distorted  features  are  being 
corrected,  the  crippled  limbs  are  being 
restored.  Wo  should  beware  and  not 
suppose  ourselves  at  all  sanctified,  unless 
our  soul  is  possessed  by  an  active  principle 
of  faith  in  tho  Saviour.  If  we  grieve  Him 
away  from  onr  hearts,  not  simply  does 
the  process  of  sanctification  cease,  tho 
stato  also.  How  emphatic  ore  Jesus' 
words,  “Without  mo  yo  can  do  no 
thing.”  It  means,  “  separate  from  mo,' 
so  that  without  union  with  Christ  by 
true  faith,  sanctification  has  no  existence.

THE  CHURCHES  IN  EAST  TENNESSEE. 

Kaoxvills,  March  3d,  ISflA 

Messrs.  Kiilors:  I  have  ju.st  returned 
from  a  pleasant  visit  to  tlio  Washington 
churdi,  eleven  miles  northeast  of  Knox¬ 
ville,  of  which  Rev.  Gideon  S.  White  was 
pastor  when  ho  died,  and  which  now  en¬ 
joys  the  ministerial  labors  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Lyl&  Mr.  Lyle  grew  up  in  Jefferson 
county,  East  Tennossce.and  his  Prosbytoiy 
refused  to  ordain  him  because  bo  was  a 
Union  man.  To  secure  uniformity  of 
action  in  such  cases,  the  Synod  of  Tennes¬ 
see  on  Sept.  27th,18G2,con.sidcrod  tho  fel- 
lovvingminute  proposed  by  Rev.  James  Mc- 
Chain,  Rev.  J.  J.  R  ebiuson,  and  Elder  R. 
J.  Wilson  (I  copy  from  tho  Records  now 
in  my  possession) : 

“Whereas,  Christ  requires  it  as  an  es¬ 
sential  quahfication  in  his  pspel  minis¬ 
ters,  that  they  be  sound  in  tho  faii’h, 
therefore 

R-iSoloed,  That  it  is  tho  mind  of  this 
Synod,  that  our  Presbyterios  should  not 
licenso  or  ordain  any  man  holding  anti- 
scriptural  or  abolition  doctrines.” 

The  resolution  was  finally  referred  to 
a  committee  favorable  to  its  adoption,  who 
were  to  prepare  a  paper  on  tho  subject, 
and  make  their  report  at  tho  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Synod.  As  Gen.  Bamside  and 
Gren.  Sherman  with  their  forces  were  on 
hand  in  the  Fall  of  18G3,  tho  Committee 
failed  to  come  to  time,  and  tho  world 
mist  forego  the  illaminating  influence  of 
their  report.  Tho  Committee  witliout  an 
exception,  arc  now  working  heartily  in 
tho  cause  of  treason.  Exiles  from  home, 
liko  Noah’s  weary  dove,  they  seek  rest 
with  a  stormy  prospect  before  them. 
Maanwhilo  the  humble  8crv.ant  of  Christ 
whose  name  they  wished  to  cast  out  as 
evil,  has  boon  ordained,  and  is  doing 
a  good  work  in  building  up  tho  King¬ 
dom  of  God. 

Mr.  Lyle  sent  for  one  to  come  and  aid 
liim  in  conducting  a  protracted  meeting.’ 
There  was  deep  religious  interest  from 
the  beginning.  Five  persons  had  united 
with  the  church  tho  Sabbath  before  I 
j  jined  him.  I  preached  twelve  sermons, 
and  though  most  of  the  time  it  was  rainy 
and  muddy,  tho  nights  dark,  and  the 
roads  almost  impassable,  yet  tho  house 
was  well  filled,  and  tho  people  drew  near 
before  God,  and  worked  with  a  will  As 
tho  result  of  the  meeting,  thirty-six  wore 
added  to  tho  Church  on  profession,  three 
wanderers  were  restored,  and  a  number 
more  are  rejoicing  in  hope  w):o  may  meet 
the  Session  next  Sabbath  morning.  Close 
on  to  fifty  persons  passed  from  death 
unto  life,  and  tho  Church  feels  revived 
and  greatly  strengthened.  A  weekly 
prayer-meeting  has  been  commenced,  and 
tho  Sabbath  school  will  soon  bo  in  full 
operation.  Bro.  Lyle  preaches  to  the 
Washington  church  every  other  Sabbath, 
and  they  will  increase  his  subscription 
this  year  to  $350  ;  they  may  reach  $400. 
Caledonia  church,  with  which  ho  divides 
his  time,  may  give  him  $250  more.  If 
the  subject  were  properly  presented  to 
them,  I  think  they  would  reach  these  fig¬ 
ures,  and  then  he  could  devote  his  whole 
time  to  the  ministry.  Tho  bands  of  many 
of  our  ministers  in  East  Tennessee  have 
been  tied  in  former  years,  and  their  influ¬ 
ence  weakened,  because  they  were  not 
supported  by  their  people,  and  could  not, 
of  course,  give  themselves  wholly  to  the 
business  of  saving  men.  As  they  thus 
became  secularized,  it  is  a  matter  of  less 
astonishment  that  they  drifted  witli  tho 
current  that  boro  whole  sections  of  tho 
country  into  tho  rebellion.  And  yet  I 
would  not  abate  one  tithe  cf  that  right¬ 
eous  judgment  which  consigns  a  minister 
of  the  gospel,  guilty  of  treason,  to  a  merit¬ 
ed  infamy.  Wherever  tho  rebel  preach¬ 
ers  go,  they  will  not  be  needed  and  v/Ill 
not  be  tolerated,  in  Tcnnossec.  Perhaps, 
pudied  out  from  tho  country  they  have  be¬ 
trayed,  they  may  repent  of  their  madness 
and  folly,  and  swell  tho  number  of  mis- 
sionaries  that  may  betako  themselves  to 
our  territorial  regions,  to  Mexico,  to 
ChUi,  Brazil,  or  some  other  counlry, 
where  by  a  life-long  devotion  to  tho  min¬ 
istry  of  reconciliation,  they  may  make 
some  amends  for  tho  turpitude  of  theii- 
melancholy  betrayal  of  civil  and  religious 
hberty.  Till  this  generation  passes  away, 
their  names  will  bo  coupled  with  execra¬ 
tions  along  aU  these  hiU  sides  and 
through  aU  these  vaUeys.  Yours  very 
truly,  Samcel  Sawyek.

either  actually  dwarfed,  or  wretchedly  de¬ 
formed.  It  is  not  merely  an  aot  of  obedience, 
but  a  pleasant  duty,  for  faithful  wives  and 
motber.s  to  be  “keepers  at  home,”  and  good 
keepers  of  .a  ho-ne;  and  that  affection  which 
guarantees  this  is  tho  most  powerful  and 
prolific  source  of  development  in  woman. 
Not  all  the  hooks  and  speculations  in  crea¬ 
tion  will  expand  and  ripen  her  like  conjugal 
and  maternal  love. 

If  it  is  true,  as  is  often  asserted,  that  most 
marriages  are  not  cemented  by  real  affinities, 
yet  it  is  just  as  true,  that  if  men  were  to  speak 
on  this  subject  as  freely  as  women  do,  the 
sterner  would  be  compelled  to  confess  to  as 
frequent  disappointment  as  the  softer  sex 
themselves.  But  pride  seals  the  lips  of  most 
men.  They  have  been  the  wooers,  and  a 
sense  of  mortification,  among  other  reasons, 
renders  them  backward  to  admit  that,  in- 
Rtea<I  of  a  rose,  they  have  pressed  to  their 
bosoms  a  thorn. 

Let  ufl  who  arc  not  snffering  from  any 
bugbear  of  man’s  oppressive  legal  or  social 
rights,  reassure  young  women,  by  our  testi¬ 
mony,  “speaking  that  we  do  know,”  that 
love  with  its  more  pleasing  methods  of  de 
velopment  is  neither  dead  nor  dying,  but 
ready,  always  and  everywhere,  still  to  im 
told  woman’s  life,  in  tho  safest,  brightest, 
richest  developmeirt  to  which  sho  can  as¬ 
pire.

Dear  Brethren:  I  feel  constrained  to  ad¬ 
dress  you  a  few  Hues  through  the  time  hon¬ 
ored  Evaxoelist,  to  communicate  two  very 
important  and  interesting  e^vents  which  will 
be  especially  memorable  to  me,  as  my  min¬ 
istry  has  but  recently  commenced  among 
tbe  good  people  of  Angelica. 

The  first  event  which  we  would  record  with 
humble  gratitude,  is  the  mercy  of  our  dear 
Lord,  who  came  suddenly  to  His  Church  in 
the  manner,  character,  and  results,  describ¬ 
ed  by  the  prophet  Malachi,  und  for  two 
months,  beginning  with  the  week  of  prayer, 
we  have  been  witnessing  His  glory  and  the 
triumphs  of  Ilis  grace  in  the  unusual  n'um- 
bers,  night  after  night,  filling  the  place  of 
prayer  and  the  sanctuary,  listening  to  the 
Word  of  God  ns  accountable  and  immortal 
beings.  Few,  if  any,  can  recall  so  general 
and  genuine  a  work  of  grace  with  to  little 
excitement.  More  than  eighty  have  been 
especially  impressed,  and  have  asked  the 
great  question,  “  What  shall  I  do  to  be 
saved.” 

What  proportion  of  this  number  have 
found  Christ  would  be  difficult  to  say. 
have  not  dared  to  number  Israel,  yet  when 
I  call  to  mind  the  many  family  altars  that 
have  been  erected  (some  even  among  the 
membership),  of  whole  households  turning 
to  God,  aad  the  young  converts  meeting  for 
prayer  and  inquiry, ''we  feel  that  God  has 
done  great  things  for  u».  Our  Sabbath 
school  shares  largely  in  the  blessing.  Quite 
a  number  of  the  students  at  the  Seminary, 
who  come  to  sojourn  among  us  careless  and 
prayerless,  return  to  their  homes  with  new 
hearts  and  new  hopes.  How  many  dear 
parents  will  experience  the  joyful  feeliogs 
of  the  father  described  iu  the  parable  of  the 
Prodigal  Son. 

The  work  is  still  in  progress,  and  at  pres¬ 
ent  I  am  much  occupied  in  guiding  the  in¬ 
quiring,  and  traiuing  those  who  are  hoping 
for  an  intelligent  profession  of  their  faith. 

The  second  event  which  I  would  record 
with  thankfulness  is  a  surprise  visit  which 
my  dear  people  made  us  last  Monday  even¬ 
ing.  The  time  and  place  and  accompanying 
circumstances,  made  the  visit  tbe  more  sur¬ 
prisingly  surprising.  From  the  first  we  had 
been  receiving  almost  daily  tokens  of  their 
cjre  and  interest  in  our  basket  and  in  our 
store.  "Vegetables  of  all  kinds  for  the  sea¬ 
son,  and  an  abundant  sui>ply  of  beef  for  the 
Winter,  fowls  and  fresh  meat,  butter, 
cheese,  and  lard,  and  some  ten  cords  of 
wood  brought  to  our  door  ready  prepared 
for  use,  and  ten  cords  more  yet  to  come,  the 
gift  of  one  kind  friend  ;  and  beside,  on 
Christmas  Eve,  a  beautiful  fur  muffler,  a 
timely  gift  from  the  choir  to  their  pastor, 
and  after  a  few  days  a  most  valuable,  and  to 
me  an  invaluable,  overcoat  worth  at  least 
seventy  dollars,  came  as  a  special  gift. 
Then  a  beautiful  vest,  and  then  a  pair  of  felt 
overshoes,  and  so  on,  and  so  on.  How  could 
we  have  anticipated  more  ? 

Yet  so  it  happened,  that  during  our  ab¬ 
sence  on  a  friendly  visit  of  an  afternoon, 
tbe  church  and  society  gathered  at  the 
parsonage  and  made  every  preparation  to 
give  us  a  warm  reception  and  a  surprise, 
which  was  so  successful  and  triumphant, 
that  we  alighted  before  onr  door  nneon- 
Boions  and  unsuspecting  of  what  might  be 
transpiring  within.  The  unusual  illumina¬ 
tion  about  the  house  at  first  confused  us  a 
little,  but  ou  entering,  the  mnltitude  of 
voices  and  the  sea  of  heads,  and  all  faces 
smiling  upon  us,  and  all  sparkling  eyes  turn¬ 
ed  toward  a.<),  for  the  moment  I  was  dumb¬ 
founded.  A  more  joyous  and  truly  happy 
concourse  never  gathered  at  any  parsonage. 
Before  dispersing,  one  of  the  company  made 
a  short  and  appropriate  speech,  and  in  the 
name  of  all,  presented  their  pastor  with 
$150  in  greenbacks  and  other  valuables. 
After  a  response  and  a  prayer,  all  retired 
well  pleas(A  with  tbe  success  and  their  visit 
I  desire  in  this  public  manner,  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  our  conscious  indebtedness  and  grati¬ 
tude  for  all  their  kindness  and  constancy  ; 
and  humbly  pray  that  yet  gvealer  blessings 
may  descend  upon  their  hearts  and  their 
Louses.

DEDICATION  AT  BALDWINSVILLE,  K.  Y. 

The  day  came,  at  length,  to  which  we  had 
been  looking  anxiously  forward,  for  many 
(to  us)  weary  months. 

Tho  subscription  for  our  new  church  was 
begun  July  13,  1863  ;  onr  contracts  were  let 
iu  February,  1864;  ground  was  broken  for  the 
foundation  the  following  April ;  the  6th  of 
J une  last  witnessed  the  lay  iug  of  the  “  Corner 
Stone,”  in  the  presence  of  a  large  assembly; 
and  thence  we  had  looked  forward  anxiously 
for  the  completion  of  the  work  aud  the 
solemn  dedication  day.  Last  Wednesday, 
March  8th,  was  that  day.  The  Presbytery 
of  Geneva  had  met  here  the  evening  pre¬ 
vious,  called  to  meet  at  this  time  and 
place  with  a  view  to  the  dedication  of  our 
new  church.  , 

The  service  was  held  at  lOi  a.  u.  The 
sky  was  bright  as  a  cloudless  sun  could 
make  it.  The  house  was  filled  to  overflow¬ 
ing  with  our  people  and  strangers.  The 
Rav.  Dr.  Fisher,  President  of  Hamilton 
College,  was  the  preacher  for  the  occasion. 
His  text,  Psalm  xlviii.,  9  ;  Lis  subject,  “  The 
Associations  of  God’s  House.”  To  speak  iu 
praise  of  a  sermon  by  Dr.  Fisher  would  be 
needless.  All  were  instructed— all  were  de¬ 
lighted— many  were  blest.  What  further 
need  be  said  ?  Of  criticism  there  was  but 
this  :  we  were  loth  to  hear  the  last  word. 

Rev.  0.  P.  Bush,  corresponding  editor  of 
the  American  Presbyterian,  conducted  the 
opening  exercises.  The  prayer  of  dedication 
was  made  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  F.  KendaU. 
It  was  followed  by  a  brief  history  of  tho 
enterprise,  from  its  inception  to  that  day. 
The  lot  aud  building,  finished  and  furnished, 
cost  somewhat  over  $18,000,  and  the  in¬ 
tensely  gratifying  statement  was  made  that 
there  was  no  debt!  Every  body  who  knew 
ought  of  the  enterprise,  said  there  must  be, 
there  would  be  ;  but  the  dedication  con¬ 
fronted  them  with  the  fact  that  there  was 
not.  And  the  reason  is  this  :  not  that  we 
are  very  ricA— though  we  are  rich  enough — 
but  that  we  have  a  few  men,  who  are  abonn- 
dingly  generous.  Some  men  gave  a  tenth, 
and  some  more  than  a  f/lh  of  all  they  were 
worth,  towards  the  new  church.  The  money 
came  out  of  capital  and  not  out  of  income. 
And  that  is  the  -way  we  built  and  dedicated 
a  church  without  a  debt.  Aud  we  commend 
it  as  an  excellent  example  for  other  chorches 
to  follow. 

Our  church  is  Gothic  in  architecture, 
cruciform  in  shape,  •with  au  audience-room 
abont  GO  by  42,  with  an  additional  width  of 
some  10  or  12  feet  in  tbe  transepts,  where 
we  have  some  of  onr  most  desirable  seats. 
Tbe  lecture  room,  in  the  rear  and  coanected, 
will  accommodate  abont  120  persons. 

'We  rejoice  and  thank  God  that  he  has 
blest  ns  from  the  beginning  to  the  end ;  and 
already  we  rejoice  with  trembling,  at  what 
seem  to  be  the  manifestations  of  the  presence 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  J.  F.  E.

Aid  yet  this  is  a  very 
difficult  matter.  The  adult  youth  longs  to 
got  away  from  that  instruction  And  what 
substitute  can  be  found?  I  have  thonght 
it  such  a  work  as  Dr.  Marsh’s  Epitome  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  could  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  a  class  of  young  men,  and  young 
ladies  too,  and  let  the  pastor  propound  to 
them  Emerson's  Questions  on  two  or  three 
pages  of  the  same,  und  thus  get  them  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  great  epochs  in  the 
Church,  with  Ihe  rise  and  doctrines  and 
ceremozies  of  the  various  Christian  denom¬ 
inations,  it  would  soon  infuse  a  life  and 
spirit  into  our  churches,  and  form  them  to  a 
stability  from  which  they  could  be  carried 
by  no  wind  of  doctrine.

Thia  is  all  th  it  the  late  Professor  Bobin- 
son  left  behind  him,  in  a  form  fitted  for  the 
press,  of  a  work  whieh  would  have  been  well 
worthy  of  his  merit  and  his  fame, 
books  of  travels,  valuable  as  the  learned 
world  has  pronounced  them  to  be,  were  re 
garded  by  bim  as  merely  preparatory  to  a 
systematic  work  on  tbe  Physical  and  Histor¬ 
ical  Geography  of  the  Holy  Lmd.  With 
such  an  object  in  view  he  labored  as  time 
and  other  duties  would  allow,  till  failing 
health  forced  him  to  drop  his  pen.  Death 
soon  came  to  bar  all  hope  of  the  completion 
of  a  work  such  as  perhaps  he  alone  of  all 
scholars  of  the  present  generation  was  com-  j 
potent  to  achieve.  I 

We  regre'’,  sadly  regret,  that  his  warmly  i 
cherished  plan,  so  diligently  prosecuted,  j 
should  be  doomed  to  defeat.  In  behalf  of 
sacred  learning,  and  the  cause  of  American 
scholarship  also,  we  should  have  rejoiced, 
almost  with  feelings  of  personal  pride,  in  its 
achievement.  From  the  fragment  now  pub¬ 
lished  we  can  appreciate  what  it  would  have 
been.  In  nearly  400  octavo  pages  we  have  a 
picture  of  the  leading  iihjsical  features  of 
Palestine — its  mountains,  its  valleys,  its 
plains,  its  lakes,  rivers  and  rills,  its  foiin 
tains,  wells  and  cisterns,  and  the  climate, 
geological  featurts,  and  physical  geography 
of  tho  Syriuu  coast.  The  descriptions  arc 
ooQcibO  aiiJ  clear,  without  any  waste  ot 
words,  for  the  author's  careful  and  method¬ 
ical  proce.ssi,s  of  thought  are  reflected  in  his 
style.  Even  as  it  is,  ihe  woik  would  hav»; 
made  tho  fame  of  a  new  name.  It  would  be- 
difficult  to  liud  more  iufurmation  iu  the  same 
compass,  while  for  reliability  and  accuracy 
scholars  iu  Europe  as  well  as  in  America  will 
agree  that  Dr.  Bobinsou  is  the  very  highest 
authority.

!  not  given,  they  will  find  the  same  rich  hu 
mor  with  peculiar  facilities  of  allegorical  il¬ 
lustration.  The  preface  is  iugenioii?,  quaint, 
and  amusing.  The  print  is  iu  the  style  of 
the  Revolutionary  period,  and  one  may 
gather  from  the  story  the  view  wnieh  patri¬ 
otic  colonists  like  Hopkinson  took  of  British 
usurpation,  and  the  sjiirit  iu  w’hich  they 
were  resolved  to  resist  it.

The  State  Temperance  Society  is  going  forward 
in  a  spirit  somewhat  commensurate  with  the 
importance  of  its  o'-jects.  Baside  the  meet¬ 
ing  in  Rome,  in  January  last,  another  and 
a  very  spirited  one,  was  held  in  Penn  Yaa  on 
the  8th  and  9th  days  of  Fabruary  ;  another 
at  Elmira,  on  the  22d  of  tho  same  month  ; 
auother  is  appointed  at  Rochester  this  week ; 
aud  still  another  is  appointed  for  the  24th  of 
May  in  Binghamton. 

During  the  Penn  Yan  meeting  a  statement 
was  read  showing  that  daring  the  six  months 
commencing  April,  1864,  no  less  than  19,824 
gallons  of  intoxicating  liquors  were  brought 
to  that  village  by  railroad.  This  would  give 
37,643  gallons  for  one  year.  This  would  fill, 
says  the  report  in  TTie  Ckromide  of  that  village, 
a  tank  ten  feet  square,  and  fifty-nine  feet 
high  ;  and  allowing  a  moderate  quantity  for 
each  drink,  there  would  bo  895,104  drinks, 
whioh  at  10c.  per  drink,  would  amount  to 
$85,910  40,  or  $245  23  per  day. 

The  attention  of  the  CoRventioB  was 
brought  to  the  fact  that  only  a  littJe  of  this 
liquor  was  used  for  mechanical  purposes, 
that  probably  all  of  it  was  consumed  iu  Yates 
county,  and  that  in  order  to  learn  something 
of  the  whole  amount  used  in  the  county,  it 
was  to  be  remembered,  that  liquor  can  be 
put  off  in  the  county  iu  other  places,  viz  ; 
at  landings  on  the  Seneca  lake,  at  any  place 
along  the  Crooked  lake  canal,  and  at  five 
othmr  stations  on  the  railroad.
